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Eh  quittance 

To  provide  for  the  Care  and  Management  of  the  Trusts  vested  in  the  Corpora- 
tion  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  except  the  Girard  Trust. 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City  of 
Philadelphia  do  ordain ,  That  tlie  Wills  Hospital  shall  be  ma¬ 
naged  by  a  Board  of  Managers  to  be  elected  by  Councils  ;  one- 
half  by  each  Council. 

Sect.  2.  The  persons  who  are  now  the  Managers  of  said 
Hospital  shall  continue  in  office  until  the  expiration  of  their 
respective  terms  of  service,  and  be  apportioned  to  the  respective 
Councils  as  follows  : — John  McAllister,  Dilwin  Parrish  and  John 
Thomason  to  Select  Council ;  Charles  Ellis,  Robert  Kelton  and 
Alexander  L.  Hodgson  to  Common  Council,  whose  terms  of  ser¬ 
vice  expire  in  November,  1854  ;  Job  R.  Tyson,  Jacob  Thomas 
and  Joel  Atkinson  to  Select  Council ;  J.  Rodman  Paul,  Andrew 
M.  Jones  and  Benjamin  Gaskill  to  Common  Council,  whose 
terms  of  service  expire  in  November,  1855 ;  James  Allen, 
Thomas  G.  Conner  and  George  A.  Bergin  to  Select  Council ; 
Franklin  Platt,  Isaac  Elliot  and  Samuel  Caley  to  Common  Coun¬ 
cil,  whose  terms  of  service  expire  in  November,  1856. 

Sect.  8.  At  the  last  stated  meeting  in  November  in  each 
year,  the  Select  and  Common  Councils  shall  each  elect  three  per¬ 
sons,  citizens  of  Philadelphia,  not  members  of  either  Councils,  to 
serve  as  managers  of  said  Hospital  for  the  term  of  three  years 
next  ensuing,  and  to  supply  the  place  of  those  whose  term  of 
service  shall  have  expired ;  and  any  vacancy  which  shall  occur 
in  the  said  Board  shall  be  supplied  by  a  special  election  by  the 
Council  by  which  such  member  was  elected,  to  be  held  as  early 
as  convenient  after  such  vacancy  is  known  to  exist. 

Sect.  4.  The  said  Board  of  Managers  shall  direct  and  ma¬ 
nage  the  said  Hospital  in  conformity  to  the  will  of  the  late  James 
Wills,  and  as  directed  by  an  Ordinance  of  the  Select  and  Com¬ 
mon  Councils  of  the  Corporation  of  the  Mayor,  Aldermen  and 
citizens  of  Philadelphia,  passed  the  26th  of  September,  1833, 
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entitled  “An  Ordinance  relative  to  the  management  of  the 
Wills  Hospital,”  except  so  much  thereof  as  requires  that  their 
accounts  shall  be  audited  by  a  Committee  of  Councils  ;  and  the 
said  Board  of  Managers  shall  have,  possess,  and  exercise  all  the 
powers  and  authority  which  by  the  said  Ordinance  is  conferred 
on  the  Managers  therein  mentioned. 

Sect.  5.  All  warrants  for  the  payment  of  money  for  any 
purpose  connected  with  the  management  of  said  Hospital  shall 
be  in  the  following  form,  and  signed  by  the  President  of  the  said 
Board,  and  at  the  foot  thereof  the  Secretary  of  such  Board 
shall  certify  that  the  same  was  authorized  to  be  issued  by  the 
Board  at  a  stated  or  special  meeting  thereof,  namely :

Sect.  6.  Every  warrant  on  the  Treasurer  as  aforesaid,  shall 
be  accompanied  by  a  bill,  which  shall  specify  the  items  which 
compose  the  sum  for  which  the  same  was  issued ;  it  shall  be 
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signed  by  the  person  in  whose  favor  the  warrant  is  drawn,  and 
be  deposited  with  the  Controller,  and  filed  by  him. 

Sect.  7.  Whenever  such  warrant  shall  issue,  the  proper 
officer  shall,  at  the  time  of  such  issue,  take  and  keep  a  receipt 
for  the  same,  which  shall  specify  the  number,  date,  amount  and 
the  services  or  supplies  for  payment  of  which  it  was  delivered. 

Sect.  8.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  shall,  on  the 
passage  hereof,  and  annually  thereafter,  in  the  month  of  Sep¬ 
tember,  and  whenever  a  vacancy  shall  occur,  by  death,  resigna¬ 
tion  or  otherwise,  elect  by  viva  voce  vote,  in  joint  meeting,  a 
Superintendent  of  Trusts ;  he  shall  hold  his  office  until  his  suc¬ 
cessor  be  chosen,  unless  sooner  removed  by  a  resolution  of  Coun- 
cils ;  and  before  entering  upon  the  duties  of  his  said  office,  he 
shall  give  bond  with  two  or  more  sureties,  to  be  approved  by 
Councils,  to  the  Corporation  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  in  the 
sum  of  One  Thousand  Dollars,  conditioned  for  the  faithful  ner- 
formance  of  the  duties  of  his  office,  as  the  same  are  or  may  be 
defined  by  the  Ordinances  of  the  City. 

Sect.  9.  He  shall  perform  the  following  duties  respecting 

the  Trusts  vested  in  the  Corporation,  except  the  Girard  Trust, 

and  such  others  in  relation  thereto  as  Councils  may  from  time 

«/ 

to  time  prescribe  :  1.  He  shall  make  the  loans  out  of  the  fund 
bequeathed  to  the  Corporation  of  the  Mayor,  Aldermen  and 
Citizens,  by  the  late  Dr.  Franklin  and  John  Scott,  of  Edinburgh, 
to  such  young  married  artificers  under  the  age  of  twenty-five 
years,  residing  within  the  territorial  limits  of  the:  said  late  Cor¬ 
poration  before  mentioned,  as  shall  apply  therefor,  in  the  man¬ 
ner  and  upon  the  terms  set  forth  in  the  said  bequests  ;  but  no 
such  loan  shall  be  made  by  him,  unless  he  is  satisfied  that  the 
real  estate  of  the  sureties  of  such  proposed  borrower  is  free 
from  incumbrances,  and  of  sufficient  value  to  repay  the  amount 
of  such  loan :  the  names  and  residences  of  such  sureties,  and  also 
of  the  borrowers,  he  shall,  in  all  cases,  report  to  Councils  for 
approval.  2.  He  shall  collect  and  receive  all  instalments  due 
and  to  grow  due  upon  the  loans  to  be  made  by  him  by  authority 
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hereof,  and  upon  those  now  existing.  3.  He  shall,  at  such  time, 
during  the  months  of  March  and  August,  annually,  as  the  Com¬ 
mittee  on  Trusts  may  appoint,  and  under  their  supervision,  pur¬ 
chase  or  contract  for,  at  the  lowest  price  he  can  obtain,  such 
quantity  of  wood  and  coal  as  can  be  purchased  by  the  income  on 
hand,  arising  from  the  bequests  made  to  the  aforesaid  Corpo¬ 
ration  by  Elizabeth  Kirkpatrick,  John  Bleakley  and  Stephen 
Girard,  for  the  purchase  and  distribution  of  fuel  among  the  poor, 
and  from  the  trust  created  by  the  Free  Mason’s  Lodge,  and  cer¬ 
tain  individuals  for  the  same  purpose.  And  it  shall  be  his  duty, 
under  the  supervision  of  the  said  committee,  to  distribute  the  said 
fuel  at  the  times,  in  the  manner  and  to  the  persons  specified  and 
set  forth  by  the  said  testators  and  donors.  4.  He  shall,  under 
the  supervision  of  the  Committee  on  Trusts,  distribute  the  pre¬ 
miums  “  among  ingenious  men  and  women  who  make  useful 
inventions,”  as  provided  in  the  bequest  of  John  Scott,  of  Edin¬ 
burgh  :  but  no  premiums  shall  exceed  the  sum  of  twenty  dollars, 
and  upon  the  gift  of  any  such  premium,  he  shall  deliver  such 
medal  as  is  described  by  the  said  testator :  but  he  shall  not  dis¬ 
tribute  such  premium  or  medal  but  to  such  persons  as  the 
Franklin  Institute  shall  report  as  being  the  author  of  useful 
inventions,  within  the  terms  of  said  bequest.  5.  He  shall  col¬ 
lect  the  ground  rent  devised  to  the  said  Corporation  by  the  late 
Samuel  Scottin,  and  to  the  amount  of  the  proceeds,  purchase 
bread,  and  annually  distribute  the  same  among  the  poor  of  the 
former  City  of  Philadelphia  and  the  District  of  Southwark,  at 
the  times  and  upon  the  conditions  set  forth  by  the  said  testator. 
6.  He  shall  collect  the  rent  devised  to  the  said  Corporation  by 
the  late  Paul  Beck,  and  draw  his  warrant  for  the  payment  of  the 
same  to  the  Soup  Societies  established  in  the  City  of  Philadel¬ 
phia,  as  directed  by  the  said  testator.  7.  Wherever  any  Trust 
Fund  is  vested  in  the  Corporation,  for  the  purpose  of  paying  the 
proceeds  thereof  to  any  cestui  que  trust ,  he  shall  draw  his  war¬ 
rant  on  the  City  Treasurer  for  the  payment  thereof,  in  favor  of 
such  cestui  que  trust ,  at  the  times  when  the  same  may  be  paya-

ble  by  the  terms  of  the  trust  or  operation  of  law.  8.  He  shall 
have  the  charge  of  the  lands  in  Centre  county,  devised  to  the 
said  Corporation  by  the  late  Elias  Boudinot :  he  shall  take  care 
that  the  taxes  are  paid  so  as  to  prevent  a  sale  of  said  lands  for 
the  non-payment  thereof,  and  he  shall  make  such  occasional  per¬ 
sonal  examinations  of  the  lands,  as  the  Committee  on  Trusts 
may  require.  9.  He  shall  have  charge  of  the  real  estate  de¬ 
vised  to  the  late  Corporation  of  the  Commissioners  and  Inha¬ 
bitants  of  the  District  of  Southwark,  by  Thomas  D.  Grover ;  he 
shall  rent  the  same  whenever  any  part  shall  be  vacant,  take  all 
necessary  and  proper  measures  for  its  preservation  and  repair, 
and  for  the  recovery  and  collection  of  the  rents  accruing  there¬ 
on  ;  and  he  shall  collect  the  income  from  the  personal  property 
bequeathed  as  aforesaid,  and  report  to  the  Committee  on  Trusts 
when  any  of  the  unimproved  real  estate,  so  devised,  has  become 
saleable  for  building  lots. 

Sect.  10.  The  annuities  which  are  charged  upon  the  devise 
made  to  the  late  Corporation  of  the  Commissioners  and  Inhabi¬ 
tants  of  the  District  of  Southwark,  by  Thomas  D.  Grover,  shall 
be  paid  by  the  City  Treasurer  upon  warrants  drawn  by  the  said 
Superintendent. 

Sect.  11.  Warrants  for  the  payment  of  moneys,  the  income 
of  the  said  trust  estates,  for  any  of  the  purposes  herein  author¬ 
ized,  or  for  such  purposes  connected  with  or  relating  to  said 
Trusts  as  Councils  may  at  any  time  authorize,  shall  be  drawn  by 
the  said  Superintendent,  and  be  in  the  following  form,  namely :

Sect.  12.  The  said  Superintendent  shall,  at  least  twice  in 
each  week,  make  return  to  the  Controller,  under  oath  or  affirma¬ 
tion,  to  be  administered  by  the  Controller,  of  each  item  of  the 
moneys  received  by  him,  and  the  trust  account  of  which  it  has 
been  received,  and  immediately  after  making  such  return,  pay 
the  same  to  the  City  Treasurer. 

Sect.  18.  He  shall  report,  quarterly,  to  the  Cammittee  on 
Trusts,  the  amount  received  and  expended  by  him,  for  and  on 
account  of  the  Trusts  in  his  care,  and  of  the  amount  to  the  credit 
of  the  different  Trusts  ;  and  he  shall,  annually,  in  the  month  of 
January,  report  to  Councils  a  like  statement  of  his  receipts  and 
expenditures,  and  the  amount  in  the  Treasury  to  the  credit 
of  the  Trusts  in  his  charge,  together  with  an  estimate  of  the 
amount  of  appropriations  necessary  to  be  made  from  said  trusts 
for  the  expenses  thereof,  and  for  carrying  the  same  into  effect. 

Sect.  14.  The  said  Superintendent  shall  receive  an  annual 
salary  of  One  Hundred  and  Fifty  Dollars,  payable  quarterly ; 
the  same  shall  be  paid  out  of  the  income  of  the  said  trusts,  in 
such  proportions  as  Councils  shall  fix  in  the  annual  ordinance, 
whereby  the  appropriations  are  made  for  the  service  of  the  city. 

Sect.  15.  That  all  ordinances  and  parts  of  ordinances  of  the 
Corporations  of  the  Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Citizens  of  Philadel- 
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phia,  and  of  the  Inhabitants  and  Commissioners  of  the  District 
of  Southwark,  as  are  inconsistent  herewith,  be  and  the  same  are 
hereby  repealed. 

Enacted  into  an  Ordinance  at  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  this 
tenth  day  of  August,  A.  D.  1854.

To  An  Ordinance  approved  August  22d,  1854,  entitled  “An  Ordinance  to 
provide  for  the  Care  and  Management  of  the  Trusts  vested  in  the  Corpora¬ 
tion  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  except  the  Girard  Trust.” 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City  of 
Philadelphia ,  do  ordain ,  That  the  Superintendent  of  Trusts 
shall  collect  the  income  of  the  Fund  arising  from  the  sale  by 
“  The  Spring  Garden  Association,”  of  certain  property  situate 
on  the  northeast  corner  of  Buttonwood  and  Eighth  streets,  which 
by  an  Act  of  Assembly,  approved  March  16,  1848,  was  vested 
in  the  Commissioners  of  the  District  of  Spring  Garden,  and 
apply  the  same,  under  the  supervision  of  the  Committee  on 
Trusts  and  Fire  Department,  to  the  purchase  of  Fuel,  which  he 
shall  distribute  under  said  supervision,  during  the  winter  months 
of  every  year  among  such  poor  persons  as  reside  east  of  Broad 
street  within  the  limits  of  the  late  district  of  Spring  Garden,  as 
is  provided  in  the  said  Act  of  Assembly. 

Enacted  into  an  Ordinance  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  this 
sixteenth  day  of  November,  A.  D.  1854.

Interest  payable  on  January  1st  and  July  1st 
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Extract  from  a  Codicil  to  the  Will  of  Dr.  Benjamin  Franklin , 

dated  23 d  of  June,  1789,  proved  the  23 d  of  April,  1790. — 

Becorded  at  Philadelphia. 

u  It  having  long  been  a  fixed  political  opinion  of  mine,  that  in 
a  democratical  state  there  ought  to  be  no  offices  of  profit,  for  the 
reasons  I  had  given  in  an  article  of  my  drawing  in  our  constitu¬ 
tion,  it  was  my  intention,  when  I  accepted  the  office  of  President, 
to  devote  the  appointed  salary  to  some  public  uses.  Accordingly, 
I  had  already,  before  I  made  my  Will  in  July  last,  given  large 
sums  of  it  to  colleges,  schools,  building  of  churches,  &c. ;  and 
in  that  Will  I  bequeathed  two  thousand  pounds  more  to  the 
State,  for  the  purpose  of  making  Schuylkill  navigable.  But 
understanding  since,  that  such  a  sum  will  do  but  little  towards 
accomplishing  such  a  work,  and  that  the  project  is  not  likely  to 
be  undertaken  for  many  years  to  come,  and  having  entertained 
another  idea  that  I  hope  may  be  more  extensively  useful,  I  do 
hereby  revoke  and  annul  that  bequest,  and  direct  that  the  certi¬ 
ficates  I  have  for  what  remains  due  to  me  of  that  salary  be  sold, 
towards  raising  the  sum  of  two  thousand  pounds  sterling,  to  be 
disposed  of  as  I  am  now  about  to  order.  It  has  been  the  opinion 
that  he  who  receives  an  estate  from  his  ancestors,  is  under  some 
kind  of  obligation  to  transmit  the  same  to  their  posterity.  This 
obligation  does  not  lie  on  me,  who  never  inherited  a  shilling  from 
any  ancestor  or  relation.  I  shall,  however,  if  it  is  not  diminished 
by  some  accident  before  my  death,  leave  a  considerable  estate 
among  my  descendants  and  relations.  The  above  observation  is 
made  merely  as  some  apology  to  my  family  for  making  bequests 
that  do  not  appear  to  have  immediate  relation  to  their  advantage. 

“  I  was  born  in  Boston,  New  England,  and  owe  my  first  in¬ 
structions  in  literature  to  the  free  Grammar  Schools  established 
there.  I  have  therefore  already  considered  those  schools  in  my 
Will.  But  I  am  also  under  obligations  to  the  State  of  Massa¬ 
chusetts  for  having,  unasked,  appointed  me  formerly  their  agent 
in  England,  with  a  handsome  salary,  which  continued  some 
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years ;  and  although  I  accidentally  lost  in  their  service,  by  trans- 
mittin^  Governor  Hutchinson’s  Letters,  much  more  than  the 
amount  of  what  they  gave  me,  I  do  not  think  that  ought  in  the 
least  to  diminish  my  gratitude. 

“I  have  considered  that  among  artisans,  good  apprentices  are 
most  likely  to  make  good  citizens  ;  and  having  myself  been  bred 
to  a  manual  art,  printing,  in  my  native  town,  and  afterwards 
assisted  to  set  up  my  business  in  Philadelphia,  by  kind  loans  of 
money  from  two  friends  there,  which  was  the  foundation  of  my 
fortune,  and  of  all  the  utility  in  life  that  may  be  ascribed  to  me, 

■ 

I  wish  to  be  useful  even  after  my  death,  if  possible,  in  forming 
and  advancing  other  young  men  that  may  be  serviceable  to  their 
country  in  both  those  towns.  To  this  end  I  devote  two  thousand 
pounds  sterling,  which  I  give,  one  thousand  thereof  to  the  inhabit¬ 
ants  of  the  town  of  Boston,  in  Massachusetts  ;  and  the  other  thou¬ 
sand  to  the  inhabitants  of  the  city  of  Philadelphia,  in  trust  to  and 
for  the  uses,  intents  and  purposes  hereinafter  mentioned  and  de¬ 
clared.  The  said  sum  of  one  thousand  pounds  sterling,  if  accepted 
by  the  inhabitants  of  the  town  of  Boston,  shall  be  managed  under 
the  direction  of  the  Selectmen,  united  with  the  Ministers  of  the 
oldest  Episcopalian,  Congregational,  and  Presbyterian  churches 
in  that  town,  who  are  to  let  out  the  same  upon  interest  at  five 
per  cent,  per  annum,  to  such  young  married  artificers  under  the 
age  of  twenty-five  years,  as  have  served  an  apprenticeship  in 
the  said  town,  and  faithfully  fulfilled  the  duties  required  in  their 
indentures,  so  as  to  obtain  a  good  moral  character  from  at  least 
two  respectable  citizens,  who  are  willing  to  become  their  sureties 
in  a  bond  with  the  applicants,  for  the  repayment  of  the  moneys 
so  lent,  with  interest,  according  to  the  terms  hereinafter  pre¬ 
scribed.  All  which  bonds  are  to  be  taken  for  Spanish  milled 
dollars,  or  the  value  thereof  in  current  gold  coin.  And  the 
managers  shall  keep  a  bound  book  or  books,  wherein  shall  be 
entered  the  names  of  those  who  shall  apply  for  and  receive  the 
benefit  of  this  institution,  and  of  their  sureties,  together  with 
the  sums  lent,  the  dates,  and  other  necessary  and  proper  records 
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respecting  the  business  and  concerns  of  this  institution.  And 
as  these  loans  are  intended  to  assist  young  married  artificers  in 
setting  up  their  business,  they  are  to  be  proportioned  by  the 
discretion  of  the  managers,  so  as  not  to  exceed  sixty  pounds 
sterling  to  one  person,  nor  to  be  less  than  fifteen  pounds.  And 
if  the  number  of  appliers  so  entitled  should  be  so  large  as  that 
the  sum  will  not  suffice  to  afford  to  each  as  much  as  might  other¬ 
wise  not  be  improper,  the  proportion  to  each  shall  be  diminished, 
so  as  to  afford  to  every  one  some  assistance.  These  aids  may 
therefore  be  small  at  first,  but  as  the  capital  increases  by  the 
accumulated  interest,  they  will  be  more  ample.  And  in  order 
to  serve  as  many  as  possible  in  their  turn,  as  well  as  to  make  the 
repayment  of  the  principal  borrowed  more  easy,  each  borrower 
shall  be  obliged  to  pay,  with  the  yearly  interest,  one  tenth  part 
of  the  principal ;  which  sums  of  principal  and  interest,  so  paid 
in,  shall  be  again  let  out  to  fresh  borrowers.  And  as  it  is  pre¬ 
sumed  that  there  will  always  be  found  in  Boston  virtuous  and 
benevolent  citizens,  willing  to  bestow  a  part  of  their  time  in 
doing  good  to  the  rising  generation,  by  superintending  and 
managing  this  institution  gratis,  it  is  hoped  that  no  part  of  the 
money  will  at  any  time  lie  dead,  or  be  diverted  to  other  purposes, 
but  be  continually  augmenting  by  the  interest ;  in  which  case 
there  may  in  time  be  more  than  the  occasions  in  Boston  shall 
require,  and  then  some  may  be  spared  to  the  neighboring  or 
other  towns  in  the  said  State  of  Massachusetts,  who  may  desire 
to  have  it;  such  towns  engaging  to  pay  punctually  the  interest 
and  the  portions  of  the  principal  annually  to  the  inhabitants  of 
the  town  of  Boston.  If  this  plan  is  executed,  and  succeeds  as 
projected,  without  interruption,  for  one  hundred  years,  the  sum 
will  then  be  one  hundred  and  thirty-one  thousand  pounds ;  of 
which  I  would  have  the  managers  of  the  donation  to  the  town  of 
Boston  then  lay  out  at  their  discretion  one  hundred  thousand 
pounds  in  public  works,  which  may  be  judged  of  most  general 
utility  to  the  inhabitants,  such  as  fortifications,  bridges,  aque¬ 
ducts,  public  buildings,  baths,  pavements,  or  whatever  may  make 
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living  in  the  town  more  convenient  to  its  people,  and  render  it 
more  agreeable  to  strangers  resorting  thither  for  health  or  a 
temporary  residence.  The  remaining  thirty-one  thousand  pounds 
I  would  have  continued  to  he  let  out  on  interest,  in  the  manner 
above  directed,  for  another  hundred  years,  as  I  hope  it  will  have 
been  found  that  the  institution  has  had  a  good  effect  on  the 
conduct  of  youth,  and  been  of  service  to  many  worthy  characters 
and  useful  citizens.  At  the  end  of  this  second  term,  if  no  un¬ 
fortunate  accident  has  prevented  the  operation,  the  sum  will  be 
four  millions  and  sixty-one  thousand  pounds  sterling,  of  which  I 
leave  one  million  sixty-one  thousand  pounds  to  the  disposition  of 
the  inhabitants  of  the  town  of  Boston,  and  three  millions  to  the 
disposition  of  the  Government  of  the  State,  not  presuming  to 
carry  my  views  farther.  All  the  directions  herein  given  respect¬ 
ing  the  disposition  and  management  of  the  donation  to  the 
inhabitants  of  Boston,  I  would  have  observed  respecting  that  to 
the  inhabitants  of  Philadelphia ;  only,  as  Philadelphia  is  incor¬ 
porated,  I  request  the  corporation  of  that  city  to  undertake  the 
management  agreeably  to  the  said  directions ;  and  I  do  hereby 
vest  them  with  full  and  ample  powers  for  that  purpose ;  and 
having  considered  that  the  covering  its  ground-plat  with  build¬ 
ings  and  pavements  which  carry  off  most  of  the  rain,  and  prevent 
its  soaking  into  the  earth,  and  renewing  and  purifying  the 
springs,  whence  the  water  of  the  wells  must  gradually  grow 
worse,  and  in  time  be  unfit  for  use,  as  I  find  has  happened  in  all 
old  cities,  I  recommend  that  at  the  end  of  the  first  hundred 
years,  if  not  done  before,  the  corporation  of  the  city  employ  a 
part  of  the  hundred  thousand  pounds  in  bringing  by  pipes  the 
water  of  the  Wissahickon  creek  into  the  town,  so  as  to  supply 
the  inhabitants,  which  I  apprehend  may  be  done  without  great 
difficulty,  the  level  of  that  creek  being  much  above  that  of  the 
city,  and  may  be  made  higher  by  a  dam.  I  also  recommend 
making  the  Schuylkill  completely  navigable.  At  the  end  of  the 
second  hundred  years,  I  would  have  the  disposition  of  the  four 
million  and  sixty-one  thousand  pounds  divided  between  the  in- 
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habitants  of  the  city  of  Philadelphia  and  the  government  of 
Pennsylvania,  in  the  same  manner  as  herein  directed  with  respect 
to  that  of  the  inhabitants  of  Boston  and  the  government  of 
Massachusetts. 

“  It  is  my  desire  that  this  institution  should  take  place  and 
begin  to  operate  within  one  year  after  my  decease ;  for  which 
purpose  due  notice  shall  be  publicly  given  previous  to  the  expi¬ 
ration  of  that  year,  that  those  for  whose  benefit  this  establish¬ 
ment  is  intended  may  make  their  respective  applications.  And 
I  hereby  direct  my  executors,  the  survivors  or  survivor  of  them, 
within  six  months  after  my  decease,  to  pay  over  the  said  sum  of 
two  thousand  pounds  sterling,  to  such  persons  as  shall  be  duly 
appointed  by  the  Selectmen  of  Boston  and  the  Corporation  of 
Philadelphia,  to  receive  and  take  charge  of  their  respective  sums 
of  one  thousand  pounds  each,  for  the  purposes  aforesaid. 

“  Considering  the  accidents  to  which  all  human  affairs  and 
projects  are  subject  in  such  a  length  of  time,  I  have  perhaps  too 
much  flattered  myself  with  a  vain  fancy,  that  these  dispositions, 
if  carried  into  execution,  will  be  continued  without  interruption, 
and  have  the  effects  proposed.  I  hope,  however,  that  if  the  in¬ 
habitants  of  the  two  cities  should  not  think  fit  to  undertake  the 
execution,  they  will  at  least  accept  the  offer  of  these  donations 
as  a  mark  of  my  good  will,  a  token  of  my  gratitude,  and  a  tes¬ 
timony  of  my  earnest  desire  to  be  useful  to  them,  even  after  my 
departure.  I  "wish,  indeed,  that  they  may  both  undertake  to 
endeavor  the  execution  of  the  project,  because  I  think  that, 
though  unforeseen  difficulties  may  arise,  expedients  will  be  found 
to  remove  them,  and  the  scheme  be  found  practicable.  If  one 
of  them  accepts  the  money  with  the  conditions,  and  the  other 
refuses,  my  will  then  is  that  both  sums  be  given  to  the  inhabit¬ 
ants  of  the  city  accepting  the  whole,  to  be  applied  to  the  same 
purposes,  and  under  the  same  regulations  directed  for  the  sepa¬ 
rate  parts ;  and  if  both  refuse,  the  money  of  course  remains  in 
the  mass  of  my  estate,  and  is  to  be  disposed  of  therewith, 
according  to  my  Will  made  the  seventeenth  day  of  July,  1788.’ 
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Action  of  Councils  in  relation  to  the  Management  of  this  Trust. 

By  a  resolution  of  Councils,  passed  December  4,  1797,  the 
City  Treasurer  was  directed  “  to  take  under  his  care  and 
management  the  legacy  of  Doctor  Franklin,  and  to  loan  such 
sums  of  money  as  he  may  receive  on  account  of  the  same,  on 
such  security  as  may  be  approved  of  by  the  Mayor  or  Recorder ; 
to  keep  an  account  of  the  same,  which  shall  be  open  to  the  in¬ 
spection  of  any  committee  or  member  of  Councils,  and  report  a 
statement  of  the  fund  to  Councils  at  least  once  in  each  year.” 

1.  That  one  of  the  sureties  in  each  bond  for  the  said  loans 
shall  be  the  owner  of  real  estate  situate  in  the  city  and  county 
of  Philadelphia,  sufficient  to  secure  the  payment  of  the  principal 
and  interest  of  such  loan. 

2.  That  a  warrant  of  attorney  shall  accompany  each  bond, 
containing  an  authority  to  enter  judgment  immediately,  and  to 
take  out  execution  for  each  instalment  as  it  becomes  due ;  and 
the  Treasurer  is  directed  to  enter  up  judgment  immediately,  and 
to  keep  the  same  revived  from  time  to  time,  according  to  law. 

3.  That  no  female  shall  be  taken  as  surety  in  any  such  bond.

The  following  Legacies  constitute  the  Fund  for  supplying  the 
Poor  with  Fuel ,  during  the  Winter  Season . 

The  first  money  received  on  account  of  this  fund,  was  a  dona¬ 
tion  presented  to  the  Corporation  by  the  Trustees  of  the  First 
Lodge  of  Free  Masons,  as  far  back  as  the  year  1793.  The 
object  of  the  donors  in  presenting  it,  and  the  amount  received 
by  the  City  Treasurer,  will  be  found  in  the  following  letter, 
addressed  to  the  then  Mayor  of  this  city. 

“  Dear  Sir  : — 

44  Please  to  inform  the  Corporation  of  the  city  that  we,  the 
subscribers,  the  Trustees  appointed  by  Act  of  Assembly,  for 
selling  the  Free  Masons’  Lodge,  in  Lodge  alley,  in  the  city  of 
Philadelphia,  having  executed  our  trust,  and  called  a  meeting  of 
the  members  of  the  First  Lodge  of  Free  Masons,  (who  formerly 
contributed  their  stock  towards  erecting  the  said  building,)  for 
the  purpose  of  agreeing  and  declaring  to  what  charitable  pur¬ 
pose  the  one-third  part  of  the  produce  of  the  said  sale  should  be 
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applied:  It  was  unanimously  agreed,  that  the  same  should  he 
given  to  the  Corporation  of  the  city  of  Philadelphia,  to  he  by 
them  applied  towards  establishing  a  fund  for  supplying,  out  of 
the  interest  thereof,  the  necessitous  inhabitants  of  the  said  city 
with  fuel  in  the  winter  season.  We  are  likewise  to  inform  you, 
that  the  one-third  part  of  the  net  proceeds  of  the  said  sale 
amounts  to  the  sum  of  five  hundred  and  seventy-four  pounds 
four  shillings  and  eleven  pence,  ($1,533  57,)  which  now  remains 
in  our  hands,  ready  to  be  delivered  to  the  order  of  the  said 
Corporation,  for  the  purpose  aforesaid.

Donation  of  Mr.  Rickets ,  Manager  of  the  Circus. 

On  the  5th  of  August,  1793,  the  fuel  fund  received  a  further 
accession  to  its  credit,  from  Mr.  Rickets,  manager  of  the  circus, 
who  it  appears  from  documents  in  the  Treasurer’s  Office,  pre¬ 
sented  the  Corporation  with  the  sum  of  §430,  and  on  the  19th 
of  May,  1796,  an  additional  sum  of  §201,  being  the  proceeds  of 
two  benefits  taken  at  his  establishment  for  the  above  purpose. 
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Fines  and  Fees  of  the  Mayor's  Court . 

The  fees  and  fines  of  the  Mayor’s  Court  were  applied  to  the 
use  of  the  Fuel  Fund,  from  the  8d  of  October,  1796,  to  the  year 
1809,  at  which  time,  it  appears,  they  ceased.  The  action  of  that 
body  in  relation  to  this  matter,  will  be  found  in  the  following  re¬ 
solution  : — 

“  At  a  Mayor’s  Court  held  at  Philadelphia,  for  the  city  of 
Philadelphia,  on  the  third  day  of  October,  A.  D.  1796,  it  was 

u  Resolved ,  That  all  the  fees  due  to  the  Court  from  the  estab¬ 
lishment  of  the  corporation  to  the  end  of  the  present  session,  in¬ 
clusive,  and  which  are  now  in  the  hands  of  the  present  Mayor, 
to  the  amount  of  two  hundred  and  sixty  dollars  and  sixty  cents, 
and  which  may  hereafter  be  received  from  the  several  officers 
who  have  or  shall  receive  the  same,  be  given  to  the  committee 
appointed  to  receive  and  appropriate  the  funds  towards  obtaining 
fuel  for  the  poor,  and  that  Matthew  Clarkson,  Esq.,  is  requested 
to  pay  the  said  sum  of  $260  60  into  the  hands  of  said  committee, 
to  be  applied  according  to  the  rules  of  the  Institution.” 

(The  Act  of  Assembly  vesting  the  whole  legislative  power  of 
the  Corporation  in  the  Select  and  Common  Councils,  took  effect 
on  the  second  Tuesday  of  October,  1796.) 

By  the  above  fines,  &c.,  the  fund  received  an  increase  on  the 
25th  of  January,  1798,  of  $159  65,  which  was  invested  and  pro¬ 
duced  in  three  per  cent,  stocks  $809  ;  and  on  the  20th  of  Febru¬ 
ary,  1800,  Mr.  Clarkson  paid  the  principal  and  interest  of  the 
moneys  in  his  hands,  amounting  to  $307  50. 


JOHN  BLEAKLEY’S  LEGACY  FOR  FUEL  FUND. 

Extract  from  the  Will  of  John  Bleakley,  dated  April  19,  1802 — Proved  21st  of 
September,  1802 — Recorded  at  Philadelphia. 

“  My  real  estate,  except  the  burial  ground  on  the  Island  and 
five  acres  of  ground  adjoining  it,  I  request  may  be  sold,  and 
the  proceeds,  together  with  my  personal  estate,  divided  as  fol¬ 
lows 
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“  To  the  Corporation  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  as  a  fund 
to  procure  fuel  during  the  winter  season  for  poor  housekeepers, 
widows ,  one  thousand  pounds.” 

The  foregoing  legacy  was  paid  into  the  City  Treasury  by  the 
Executors  of  Mr.  Bleakley’s  Will,  in  January,  1804. 


ELIZABETH  KIRKPATRICK’S  LEGACY. 

Extract  from  the  Will  of  Elizabeth  Kirkpatrick,  dated  10th  of  February,  1801 — 
Proved  July  21,  1801 — Recorded  at  Philadelphia. 

Item. — “  If  after  the  sale  of  my  real  property  as  aforesaid, 
any  balance  or  surplus  should  remain,  my  will  is  that  such  bal¬ 
ance  or  surplus  should  be  paid  and  delivered  by  my  executors 
unto  the  Corporation  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  for  the  use  of 
the  poor  of  the  said  city,  without  any  distinction  of  person  or 
color.” 

On  the  Tth  of  March,  1804,  the  executors  of  Mrs.  Kirkpa¬ 
trick’s  Will  paid  to  the  City  Treasurer  the  sum  of  two  thousand 
two  hundred  and  seventy-eight  dollars  fifty-nine  cents,  being  the 
balance  or  surplus  remaining  in  their  hands  after  the  payment 
of  debts  and  legacies  : — this  sum  was  added  to  the  fund  to  “  pur¬ 
chase  fuel  for  the  necessitous  poor.”

“  1  give  and  bequeath  to  4  The  Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Citi¬ 
zens  of  Philadelphia,’  the  sum  of  ten  thousand  dollars,  in  trust, 
safely  to  invest  the  same  in  some  productive  fund,  and  with  the 
interest  and  dividends  arising  therefrom  to  purchase  fuel,  between 
the  months  of  March  and  August  in  every  year  forever,  and  in 
the  month  of  January,  in  every  year,  forever,  distribute  the  same 
amongst  poor  white  housekeepers  and  room-keepers,  of  good 
character,  residing  in  the  city  of  Philadelphia.” 

The  further  increase  of  the  fuel  fund  has  been  created  by  the 
mode  of  investment,  the  three  per  cent,  stock  having  been  pur¬ 
chased  at  the  nominal  value.

Authorizing  the  Spring  Garden  Association  to  sell  and  convey  certain  Real 

Estate,  &c. 

“  Section  1. — Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Re¬ 
presentatives  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania ,  in  General 
Assembly  met ,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  authority  of  the  same , 
That  the  said  4  Spring  Garden  Association’  be  and  they  are 
hereby  empowered  to  sell,  either  at  public  or  private  sale,  and 
to  convey,  in  fee  simple,  the  said  lot  or  piece  of  ground  above 
described,  situate  at  the  north-east  corner  of  Buttonwood  and 
Eighth  streets,  in  the  District  of  Spring  Garden,  together  with 
the  buildings  thereon  erected,  and  after  paying  all  the  debts  of 
said  corporation,  and  incumbrances  existing  against  said  proper¬ 
ty,  to  invest  the  balance  of  the  purchase  money  that  may  be 
received  for  the  same,  in  irredeemable  corporate  loans  of  the 
District  of  Spring  Garden ;  and  the  interest  upon  the  amount  of 
said  investment  shall  be  paid  semi-annually  by  the  4  Commission¬ 
ers  of  the  District  of  Spring  Garden’  to  the  4  Christian  Home 
Missionary  Society,’  to  be  by  them  applied  to  the  purchase  of 
food  and  fuel,  and  no  other  purpose,  and  by  them  distributed 
during  the  winter  months  of  each  and  every  year,  among  such  of 
the  poor  of  the  said  District  as  reside  in  said  District  east  of 
Broad  street.  Provided ,  That  if  the  4  Christian  Home  Mission¬ 
ary  Society’  shall  become  extinct  at  any  time  hereafter,  or  fail 
to  carry  out  the  purposes  of  this  Act,  or  remove  their  office  with¬ 
out  the  bounds  of  the  said  District,  then  the  said  Commissioners 
of  Spring  Garden  shall  themselves  expend  the  amount  of  said 
interest  for  the  purposes  above  named,  to  be  by  them,  or  by  such 
persons  as  they  may  appoint,  distributed  in  manner  as  above 
provided.”

Relating  to  certain  Real  Estate. 

“  Section  3. — That  so  much  of  the  Act  passed  the  18th  day 
of  March,  A.  D.  1847,  entitled  ‘An  Act  authorizing  the  Spring 
Garden  Association  to  sell  certain  real  estate,  &c.,’  as  requires 
the  interest  arising  from  the  investment  mentioned  in  said  Act 
to  be  paid  semi  annually  to  4  The  Christian  Home  Missionary 
Society,’  and  to  be  by  them  applied  to  the  purchase  of  food,  be 
and  the  same  is  hereby  repealed  ;  and  in  lieu  thereof,  4  The  Com¬ 
missioners  of  the  District  of  Spring  Garden’  shall  themselves  ex¬ 
pend  the  proceeds  of  said  investment  in  fuel,  to  be  by  them,  or 
some  suitable  person  or  persons  chosen  by  them,  distributed  to 
such  persons,  and  at  such  times,  as  are  designated  in  the  above 
recited  Act  of  Assembly.”

On  this  day,  the  second  of  April,  in  the  year  of  our  Lord  one 
thousand  eight  hundred  and  sixteen,  before  me,  Archibald  Millar, 
of  Edinburgh,  Writer  to  the  Signet  and  Notary  Public,  by  royal 
authority,  duly  admitted  and  sworn,  and  in  presence  of  the  un¬ 
dersigned  witnesses,  appeared  Samuel  Paterson  of  Bridgend  Dal¬ 
keith,  Edinburghshire,  Esquire,  the  sole  executor  of  John  Scott, 
late  of  Saint  Patrick’s  Square,  in  the  said  city  of  Edinburgh, 
Chymist,  deceased,  who  hath  made,  ordained,  constituted,  and 
appointed  James  Ronaldson,  of  Philadelphia,  Type  Founder,  to 
be  his  true  and  lawful  attorney,  for  him,  and  in  his  name,  as  sole 
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executor  as  aforesaid,  to  transfer  the  sum  of  three  thousand  dol¬ 
lars  of  the  funded  three  per  cent,  stock  .unto  the  corporation  of 
Philadelphia,  who  are  intrusted  with  the  management  of  the  late 
Doctor  Franklin’s  legacy,  to  be  applied  to  the  same  purposes  as  the 
said  legacy.  Also,  to  transfer  the  further  sum  of  four  thousand 
dollars  of  the  said  stock  to  the  said  corporation  of  Philadelphia, 
so  intrusted  as  aforesaid  with  the  management  of  the  said  late 
Doctor  Franklin’s  legacy,  with  the  proviso,  that  the  interest  and 
dividends  to  become  receivable  upon  such  last  mentioned  sum  of 
stock  be  laid  out  in  premiums  to  be  distributed  among  ingenious 
men  and  women  who  make  useful  inventions  ;  but  no  one  of  such 
premiums  to  exceed  twenty  dollars,  and  along  with  which  shall 
be  given  a  copper  medal  with  this  inscription  :  “  To  the  most  de¬ 
serving,”  conformably  to  the  tenor  of  the  will  of  the  said  testator, 
John  Scott,  deceased.  Also,  to  transfer  the  remaining  sum  of 
one  thousand  dollars  of  the  said  stock  unto  any  person  or  persons 
who  may  become  purchasers  of  the  same.  All  which  said  sums 
of  stock,  amounting  together  to  the  sum  of  eight  thousand  dollars, 
are  standing  in  the  name  of  the  said  John  Scott,  (now  deceased,) 
in  the  books  of  the  Treasury  of  the  United  States  of  America, 
being  the  amount  of  two  certificates,  Nos.  11,946  and  11,947,  for 
four  thousand  dollars  each,  granted  by  Joseph  Nourse,  Register, 
and  to  make  and  execute  all  necessary  acts  of  assignment  and 
transfer  thereof.  And  also,  for  him  the  said  constituent,  and  in 
his  name  as  sole  executor  as  aforesaid  or  otherwise,  to  receive 
the  dividends  or  arrears  of  dividends  upon  the  said  stock,  until  such 
transfer.  And  likewise  to  receive  the  dividends  which  are  or  shall 
become  due  and  payable  according  to  law,  upon  all  the  funded 
stock  which  now  doth  or  may  hereafter  stand  in  the  name  of  him, 
the  said  constituent,  Samuel  Paterson,  in  the  books  of  any  or  either 
of  the  Loan  Offices  or  of  the  Treasury  of  the  said  United  States. 
And  to  give  receipts  and  discharges  for  all  or  any  of  such  divi¬ 
dends  so  to  be  received,  with  power  to  the  said  attorney  to  sub¬

If  “  The  Philadelphia  Society  for  Promoting  Agriculture,' 
shall  appoint  a  committee  of  its  members  to  award  the  premiums 
intended  by  the  last  Will  of  the  said  John  Scott,  to  be  awarded 
and  paid  out  of  the  interest  of  the  four  thousand  dollars  of  the 
three  per  cent,  funded  debt  of  the  United  States,  bequeathed  by 
him  to  the  corporation  of  the  city  of  Philadelphia,  according  to 
the  terms  and  conditions  provided  by  the  said  Will ;  it  shall  then 
be  the  duty  of  the  Mayor  to  draw  his  order  on  the  City  Trea¬ 
surer,  in  favor  of  such  committee,  for  so  much  of  the  interest  of 
said  stock  already  received,  as  may  be  sufficient  to  procure  cop¬ 
per  medals,  to  be  delivered  with  said  premiums,  agreeably  to  said 
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Will ;  and  to  draw  like  orders  for  the  interest  for  the  current 
year,  and  the  interest  to  he  thereafter  received,  from  time  to 
time,  to  be  distributed  in  premiums  as  aforesaid.  Provided , 
That  before  any  order  be  drawn  for  the  distribution  of  premiums, 
the  said  committee  shall  report  to  the  Mayor  in  writing,  the 
names  of  the  persons  to  whom,  and  the  useful  inventions  for 
which  they  have  been  so  awarded,  and  the  order  shall  in  no  case 
exceed  in  amount  the  premiums  awarded  and  so  reported.

Extract  from  the  Will  of  Elias  Boudinot,  Esq.,  dated  3d  July,  1821— Proved  and 
Recorded  at  Mount  Holly,  N.  J.,  November  3,  1821. 

“  As  to  all  the  rest  and  residue  of  my  estate,  real,  personal, 
and  mixed,  wherever  it  may  be,  I  give,  devise  and  bequeath  the 
same,  and  every  part  thereof,  to  my  beloved  daughter,  Susan 
V.  Bradford,  my  nephew,  Doctor  Bichard  Stockton,  of  Prince¬ 
ton  ;  Lucius  H.  Stockton,  of  Trenton ;  Elias  E.  Boudinot,  son 
of  my  late  beloved  brother,  Elisha  Boudinot ;  Samuel  Bayard, 
Esquires,  and  the  survivors  and  survivor  of  them,  his  heirs  and 
assigns  in  fee  simple,  as  joint  tenants  and  not  as  tenants  in  com¬ 
mon,  in  trust  nevertheless,  and  to  and  for  the  sole  uses  and  pur¬ 
poses  hereinafter  mentioned,  and  to  no  other,  to  wit : — 

“  And  on  this  further  trust  that  my  said  trustees  shall  hold  all 
that  certain  tract  of  woodland,  situate,  lying,  and  being  on  the 
river  Susquehanna,  in  the  State  of  Pennsylvania,  a  little  above 
the  Sinnemahoning  Creek,  on  the  opposite  side  of  the  Susque¬ 
hanna,  containing  a  little  more  than  thirteen  thousand  acres,  and 
which  I  hold  under  Cadwalader  Evans,  Esq.,  by  deeds  dated  the 
sixth  day  of  April,  1797,  and  2d  of  April,  1802,  recorded  at 
Williamsport,  in  Lib.  A.  471,  and  in  Centre  County,  in  Lib.  A. 
190,  and  is  contained  in  about  thirty-two  tracts  or  lots  into 
which  the  same  is  now  divided,  as  will  appear  by  the  patents  for 
the  same  in  my  possession,  having  sold  three  of  them,  the  origi¬ 
nal  lots  containing  fourteen  thousand  seven  hundred  acres,  to 
and  for  the  use  and  behoof  of  the  Mayor  and  Corporation  of 
the  City  of  Philadelphia,  by  whatever  name  they  ought  to  be 
called  by  their  charter,  and  their  successors  and  assigns  for  ever. 


This  tract  on  its  first  appearance  is  mountainous  and  rough,  yet 
lying  on  a  navigable  river,  and  as  I  am  told  by  hunters  who 
have  gone  over  it  that  it  is  well  covered  with  large  timber  of  every 
kind,  and  that  in  the  midst  of  the  tract  there  are  many  hundred 
acres  of  extraordinary  rich  level  soil,  covered  with  the  finest 
chestnut  timber  in  the  county,  and  from  which  the  largest  rafts- 
can  be  navigated  down  the  west  branch  of  that  fine  river— and 
it  is  in  contemplation  to  unite  this  river  by  a  canal  with  the  De¬ 
laware.  I  have  thought  it  no  bad  foundation  for  the  following 
purposes — and  therefore  I  do  direct  that  the  same  shall  be  con¬ 
veyed  by  my  said  Trustees  in  fee  simple  to  the  said  Mayor  and 
Corporation  accordingly.  The  rents,  issues,  and  profits  of  which 
to  be  applied  by  the  said  Mayor  and  Corporation  to  and  for  the 
beginning  of  a  fund,  or  in  aid  of  any  one  already  begun,  for  the 
supplying  the  poor  inhabitants  of  the  city  and  liberties  of  Phila¬ 
delphia,  with  the  householders  (not  able  to  provide  it  for  them¬ 
selves)  at  a  price  during  the  winter  season  not  in  any  ease  ex¬ 
ceeding  the  moderate  average  price  of  wood  during  the  preceding 
3ummer  (and  that  in  small  quantities)  with  fuel  of  such  kind  and 
sorts  as  to  the  said  Mayor  and  Corporation  may  seem  more  likely 
to  answer  the  purposes  aforesaid  ;  and  all  moneys  received  for 
such  wood  or  other  fuel,  shall  from  time  to  time  be  added  to  this 
fund,  so  as  to  increase  the  same  for  a  more  generous  and  ample 
supply  as  aforesaid ;  and  I  hope  and  trust  that  in  the  execution 
and  superintendence  of  this  trust,  persons  of  generous  and  ten¬ 
der  feelings  for  the  distresses  of  their  fellow  creatures,  may  be 
found,  who  will  gratuitously  and  generously  undertake  this  hea¬ 
venly  employment  under  the  Corporation  in  favor  of  the  poorer 
class  of  society,  free  from  pecuniary  compensation.  And  I 
hereby  request  that  in  such  case  a  silver  medal  of  the  value  of 
ten  dollars  may  faithfully  serve  in  this  humane  undertaking  out 
of  the  net  proceeds  of  this  devise.” 
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The  first  action  of  Councils  in  relation  to  this  Trust,  is  con¬ 
tained  in  the  following  Resolution,  presented  by  a  Committee  to 
whom  the  subject  was  referred. 

Resolved ,  by  the  Select  and  Common  Councils ,  That  Joseph 
Reed,  Esquire,  the  Recorder  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  be  au¬ 
thorized  and  requested,  and  he  is  hereby  authorized  and  request¬ 
ed,  to  receive  for  the  use  of  this  Corporation  the  title-papers  of  a 
body  of  land  on  the  river  Susquehanna,  devised  to  the  said  Cor¬ 
poration  by  the  late  Dr.  Elias  Boudinot,  of  Burlington,  New 
Jersey,  from  his  executors,  and  to  give  an  acknowledgment  to 
them  of  the  receipt  thereof. 

Passed  January  22,  1822. 


No  further  action  was  had  upon  this  bequest  until  the  passage 
of  the  following  Act  of  Assembly  :

u  Sect.  2. — Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Repre¬ 
sentatives  of  the  Commomvealth  of  Pennsylvania ,  in  General 
Assembly  met ,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the 
same ,  That  the  Mayor,  Aldermen,  and  Citizens  of  Philadelphia, 
are  hereby  authorized  to  grant,  bargain,  sell,  and  convey,  by 
deed,  or  otherwise,  all  and  every  part  of  the  lands  in  Centre 
County,  devised  to  them  by  the  late  Elias  Boudinot,  free  from  all 
liability  of  the  trust  contained  in  said  devise,  and  the  proceeds 
of  such  sale  shall  be  appropriated,  under  the  authority  of  the 
said  Mayor,  Aldermen,  and  citizens,  in  the  manner  and  for  the 
uses  intended  by  the  devisee.”

JOHN  BLEAKLEY’S  LEGACY  TO  THE  YELLOW  FEVER  FUND. 

Extract  from  the  Will  of  John  Bleakley,  dated  19th  of  April,  1802 — Proved  21st 
September,  1802 — Recorded  at  Philadelphia. 

“  My  real  estate,  except  the  burial  ground  on  the  Island,  and 
five  acres  of  ground  adjoining  it,  I  request  may  be  sold,  and 
the  proceeds,  together  with  my  personal  estate,  divided  as  fol¬ 
lows  : — 

“  To  the  Corporation  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  as  a  fund  to 
relieve  those  who  may  be  reduced  to  the  necessity  of  being  placed 
in  the  Hospital  during  the  existence  of  the  yellow  fever,  one 
thousand  pounds.” 

The  foregoing  legacy  was  paid  into  the  City  Treasury  by  the 
executors  of  Mr.  Bleakley’s  Will,  in  January,  1804.

Of  the  General  Assembly,  entitled  “An  Act  granting  certain  powers  to  the 
authorities  of  the  Cities  of  Lancaster  and  Philadelphia,  and  for  other  pur¬ 
poses,”  passed  the  16th  day  of  April,  1838. 

Sect.  5. — That  the  Mayor,  Aldermen,  and  Citizens  of  Phila¬ 
delphia  be,  and  they  are  hereby  authorized  to  appropriate  and 
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pay  the  annual  income  of  the  fund  bequeathed  by  John  Bleakley 
to  the  Corporation  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  as  a  fund  to  re¬ 
lieve  those  who  may  be  reduced  to  the  necessity  of  being  placed 
in  the  Hospital  during  the  prevalence  of  yellow  fever,  to  the 
Managers  of  the  Wills  Hospital  for  the  Indigent  Blind  and 
Lame ,  to  be  used  and  applied  in  the  same  manner  as  the  other 
funds  devoted  to  that  Institution.  Provided ,  That  in  case  the 
said  fund,  or  the  income  arising  therefrom,  should  at  any  time 
hereafter  be  required  for  the  purposes  specified  in  the  said  bequest , 
then  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  Mayor,  Aldermen,  and  Citi¬ 
zens  to  apply  the  said  fund,  or  the  income  for  the  year  then  pre¬ 
sent,  or  so  much  of  either  as  in  their  opinion  may  be  necessary 
to  those  purposes,  and  to  no  other.

GENT  BLIND  AND  LAME. 

Extract  from  the  Will  of  James  Wills,  dated  the  8th  day  of  the  5th  month,  1823. 

Proved  January  2Gth,  1825 — Recorded  at  Philadelphia. 

Item. — “  All  the  rest,  residue  and  remainder  of  my  estate, 
real,  personal,  and  mixed,  both  that  which  I  now  hold,  and  all 
that  I  may  hereafter  acquire,  I  give  and  bequeath  to  the  Mayor 
and  Corporation  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia  for  the  time  being, 
and  to  their  successors  in  office  forever,  in  trust  for  the  purchase 
of  a  sufficient  plot  of  ground  in  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  or  in 
the  neighborhood  thereof,  and  thereon  to  erect  or  cause  to  be 
erected  suitable  buildings  and  accommodations  for  an  hospital  or 
asylum,  to  be  denominated  “  The  Wills  Hospital  for  the  Relief  of 
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the  Indigent  Blind  and  Lame.”  The  funds  thus  appropriated 
are  to  be  put  out  on  good  mortgage  security,  or  city  stock,  and 
after  expending  the  necessary  sum  for  the  lot  and  improvements 
heretofore  mentioned,  the  income  of  the  remainder  is  to  be  ex¬ 
clusively  applied  to  the  comfort  and  accommodation  of  as  many 
of  the  indigent  blind  and  lame  as  the  income  will  admit  of  after 
defraying  the  necessary  expenses  incident  to  such  an  establish¬ 
ment.  And  to  the  aforesaid  Mayor  and  Corporation  of  the  said 
city,  and  their  successors  in  office,  is  entrusted  the  duty  of  ap¬ 
pointing  trustees  or  managers,  and  all  other  matters  and  things 
in  anywise  appertaining  to  the  due  fulfilment  of  the  aforesaid  be¬ 
quest,  the  right  of  regulating  the  establishment,  and  insuring  the 
right  application  of  the  funds  to  the  purposes  heretofore  stated, 
and  for  the  sole  use  and  benefit  of  the  indigent  blind  and  lame, 
giving  preference  to  those  persons  resident  in  Philadelphia  and 
its  neighborhood.” 

The  validity  of  this  bequest  was  disputed  by  the  heirs  at  law 
of  James  Wills,  and  on  the  21st  day  of  March,  1831,  judgment 
was  rendered  by  the  Supreme  Court  of  Pennsylvania  in  favor  of 
the  Corporation. 


The  action  of  Councils  in  relation  to  the  Management  of  this 

Trust. 

On  the  10th  of  March,  1831,  the  following  Ordinance  was 
passed :

Directing  tlie  Mayor  and  Treasurer  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  to  receive  from 
the  Executors  of  James  Wills,  late  of  the  said  city,  deceased,  the  funds  in 
their  hands,  constituting  a  legacy  of  the  said  James  Wills,  to  the  Mayor, 
Aldermen,  and  Citizens  of  Philadelphia,  in  trust. 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  and  enacted  by  the  citizens  of 
Philadelphia ,  in  Select  and  Common  Councils  assembled ,  That 
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Benjamin  W.  Richards,  Esquire,  Mayor,  and  Cornelius  Steven- 
son,  Esq.,  Treasurer,  of  the  city  of  Philadelphia,  be,  and  they 
are  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  receive  from  the  executors 
of  James  Wills,  late  of  the  said  city,  deceased,  the  money,  stock, 
and  bond,  in  their  hands,  constituting  the  legacy  of  the  said 
James  Wills,  to  the  Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Citizens  of  Philadel¬ 
phia;  and  that  the  Mayor  of  the  said  city  be,  and  is  hereby 
authorized,  to  execute  and  deliver  in  the  name  and  on  behalf  of 
this  corporation,  to  the  said  executors,  such  receipts  and  acquit¬ 
tances  as  may  be  necessary  in  law. 

Sect.  2.  And  be  it  further  ordained  and  enacted  by  the 
authority  aforesaid ,  That  the  said  moneys,  stock  and  bond,  shall 
be  transferred  to  and  received  by  the  said  Benjamin  W.  Rich¬ 
ards,  Mayor,  and  Cornelius  Stevenson,  Treasurer  of  the  said 
city,  and  their  successors  in  office,  subject  to  such  orders  as  the 
Select  and  Common  Councils  shall,  from  time  to  time,  make  in 
relation  thereto,  in  the  execution  of  the  trust  created  by  the  last 
will  and  testament  of  James  Wills. 


A  plan  for  the  hospital,  drawn  by  Thomas  U.  Walter,  was 
adopted  by  Councils,  on  the  13th  of  January,  1832,  and  the  cor¬ 
ner  stone  laid  on  the  2d  of  April,  1832. 


To  an  Ordinance,  entitled  “  An  Ordinance  directing  the  Mayor  and  Treasurer  of 
the  City  of  Philadelphia,  to  receive  from  the  Executors  of  James  Wills,  late  of 
the  said  city,  deceased,  the  funds  in  their  hands,  constituting  a  legacy  of  the 
said  James  Wills,  to  the  Mayor,  Aldermen,  and  Citizens  of  Philadelphia,  in 
trust. 


Ordinance  of  April  14,  1851. 

As  soon  as  the  funds,  constituting  the  legacy  of  the  late 
James  Wills,  shall  have  been  received,  agreeably  to  the  Ordi- 
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nance  to  which  the  present  is  a  Supplement,  it  shall  be  the  duty 
of  the  City  Treasurer,  and  he  is  hereby  directed  to  pay  from 
time  to  time,  as  the  same  shall  become  due,  unto  Rachel  Wise, 
the  annuity  of  two  hundred  dollars,  given,  and,  by  the  said  testa¬ 
tor  directed  to  be  paid  to  her,  during  her  life,  and  in  considera¬ 
tion  of  the  transfer,  by  the  executors  of  the  said  testator,  to  the 
city  of  Philadelphia,  of  the  fund  out  of  which,  if  retained  by  them, 
the  said  annuity  would  have  been  paid,  the  faith  of  the  said  city, 
is  hereby  pledged  for  the  payment  of  the  said  annuity. 


Extract  of  an  Ordinance  relative  to  the  Management  of  the  Wills  Hospital,  or  so 
much  of  it,  that  is  not  repealed  by  subsequent  Ordinances. 

Ordinance  of  September  26,  1833. 

Section  I.  The  building  recently  erected  out  of  the  legacy 
devised  to  the  city  by  the  late  James  Wills,  situated  in  Sassafras 
street,  between  Schuylkill  Fourth  and  Fifth  streets,  shall  be 
known  and  designated  by  the  name  of  the  Wills  Hospital,  for  the 
indigent  lame  and  blind. 

Sect.  Y.  That  the  said  managers  shall  meet  within  ten  days 
after  their  appointment,  and  shall  elect  out  of  their  own  number, 
a  president  and  secretary,  and  the  said  offices  shall  be  filled  in 
like  manner  each  succeeding  year,  at  the  first  meeting  of  the  board 
of  managers,  which  may  be  held  after  the  annual  election. 

Sect.  VI.  All  orders  drawn  on  the  Mayor  and  City  Treasurer, 
for  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  support  of 
the  said  hospital,  shall  be  approved  of  by  the  board  of  managers, 
five  of  whom  shall  constitute  a  quorum,  and  the  said  orders  shall 
be  signed  by  the  president  and  countersigned  by  the  secretary 
of  the  board. 

Sect.  YII.  As  soon  after  the  said  board  of  managers  shall  be 
organized  as  may  be,  they  shall  draw  up  such  general  rules  and 
regulations  for  the  management  and  supervision  of  the  said  hos¬ 
pital,  as  they  may  think  proper,  which  after  being  approved  of 
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by  the  Select  and  Common  Councils,  shall  be  considered  as  the 
established  rules  and  regulations  of  the  same  until  in  like  manner 
altered  and  amended. 

Sect.  VIII.  The  managers  of  the  said  hospital  shall  be  autho¬ 
rized  to  elect  a  suitable  person  to  serve  as  steward  of  the  same, 
who  shall  be  allowed  a  compensation  not  exceeding  three  hundred 
dollars  per  annum,  to  be  paid  quarterly  on  order  drawn  in  man¬ 
ner  aforesaid. 

Sect.  IX.  The  said  board  of  managers  shall  have  power  to 
appoint  such  other  officers,  nurses  and  domestics  as  they  may 
think  necessary,  for  performing  the  labor  and  such  other  services 
as  are  requisite  to  the  said  hospital,  who  shall  be  paid  for  their 
services  such  compensation  as  the  managers  may  deem  reasona¬ 
ble. 

Sect.  X.  The  said  managers  shall  admit  only  such  persons, 
as  are  designated  in  the  will  of  the  said  James  Wills. 

Sect.  XI.  The  managers  are  hereby  authorized  and  requested 
to  take  such  measures  to  increase  the  fund  of  the  charitable  in¬ 
stitution,  either  by  donations,  life  or  annual  subscriptions,  or 
such  other  means  as  they  may  deem  most  expedient. 

Sect.  XII.  Whenever  the  funds  of  the  hospital  will  admit, 
the  managers  shall  establish  a  school,  for  teaching  such  inmates 
of  the  house,  as  may  be  capable  of  receiving  instruction. 

Sect.  XIII.  The  number  of  the  inmates  admitted  into  the 
said  hospital,  shall  at  all  times,  be  so  regulated  and  prescribed  by 
the  managers  thereof,  that  the  expense  attending  their  support 
and  accommodation,  shall  at  no  time  exceed  the  income  of  the 
fund  devised  to  the  city  authorities  in  trust,  by  the  late  James 
Wills,  and  such  other  contributors  as  may  be  obtained  for  that 
purpose. 

Sect.  XIV.  The  managers  of  the  said  hospital,  shall  cause  the 
same  to  be  furnished  in  an  economical  and  substantial  manner, 
with  all  such  articles  of  household  and  kitchen  furniture,  as  may 
be  proper  for  such  an  institution,  and  the  expense  attending  the 
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game,  shall  be  paid  out  of  the  general  fund  devised  for  that  put' 
pose,  on  order  drawn  in  manner  aforesaid,  anything  in  the  fore¬ 
going  section  to  the  contrary  notwithstanding. 


The  authority  by  tvhich  the  present  Board  of  Managers  are 

constituted . 

A  further  Ordinance  relative  to  the  Management  of  the  Wills  Hospital. 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained,  and  enacted  by  the  Citizens  of 
Philadelphia ,  in  Select  and  Common  Councils  assembled ,  That 
the  City  Treasurer  shall  act  as  treasurer  to  the  trust  fund  de¬ 
vised  to  the  city  by  the  late  James  Wills,  and  the  Mayor  is 
hereby  authorized  to  draw  orders  thereon,  for  such  sums  as  may 
be  necessary  for  the  support  and  management  of  the  Wills  Hos¬ 
pital  ;  provided  that  the  respective  bills  shall  be  submitted  to  and 
examined  by  the  board  of  managers,  and  when  sanctioned,  a  re¬ 
quisition  on  the  Mayor  shall  be  made,  specifying  the  amount, 
object,  and  to  whom  payable,  which  shall  be  signed  by  the  officer 
presiding,  and  secretary  of  the  board.  Provided ,  That  the 
Mayor  shall  not  draw  orders  on  the  Treasurer,  in  any  one  year, 
for  a  larger  amount  than  the  income  of  the  fund,  estimated  as 
hereinafter  provided,  devised  to  the  city  authorities  in  trust  by 
the  late  J ames  Wills. 

Sect.  2.  And  be  it  further  ordained  and  enacted  by  the 
authority  aforesaid ,  That  the  annual  account  required  of  the 
proceedings,  receipts  and  expenditures  of  the  board  of  managers, 
shall  be  made  to  Councils  in  the  month  of  January  of  every  year, 
and  made  up  to  the  close  of  the  preceding  year. 

Sect.  3.  And  be  it  further  ordained  and  enacted  by  the 
authority  aforesaid ,  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  J oint  Stand¬ 
ing  Committee  of  Accounts  to  examine  and  audit  the  accomits  of 
the  managers  of  the  Wills  Hospital,  and  make  report  thereof  to 
Councils ;  together  with  a  condensed  statement  of  the  City 
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Treasurer’s  account  of  the  said  trust  fund,  with  the  estimated 
amount  of  the  probable  income  of  the  current  year,  for  the 
government  of  the  managers  in  the  admission  of  inmates  to  the 
hospital,  so  that  the  expenditures  of  the  institution  may  not 
exceed  the  income  of  the  fund. 

Sect.  4.  And  be  it  further  ordained  and  enacted  by  the 
authority  aforesaid ,  That  at  the  last  stated  meeting  in  November, 
of  each  year,  the  Select  and  Common  Councils  shall  each,  re¬ 
spectively,  elect  three  citizens  of  Philadelphia,  to  serve  as  mana¬ 
gers  of  the  Wills  Hospital,  for  the  term  of  three  years  next  en¬ 
suing,  to  supply  the  place  of  those  whose  terms  of  service  shall 
have  expired.  And  if  any  vacancy  shall  occur  in  the  managers 
thus  elected,  it  shall  be  supplied  by  a  special  election,  to  be  held 
by  the  Council  who  had  elected  said  member.  But  in  case  of 
any  vacancy  occurring  by  death,  resignation,  or  otherwise,  in 
those  who  are  now  managers,  it  shall  be  supplied  by  a  joint 
meeting  of  the  Select  and  Common  Councils. 

Sect.  5.  And  be  it  further  ordained  and  enacted  by  the 
authority  aforesaid ,  That  so  much  of  the  Ordinances  relative  to 
the  management  of  the  Wills  Hospital,  enacted  September  26, 
1833,  and  November  24,  1833,  as  is  hereby  altered  or  supplied, 
be,  and  the  same  is  hereby  repealed. 

Passed  February ,  2d,  1835.

Of  Assembly  exempting  Wills  Hospital  from  taxation. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Repre¬ 
sentatives  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania,  in  General 
Assembly  met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the 
same,  That  the  Wills  Hospital,  for  the  relief  of  the  indigent 
blind  and  lame,  together  with  the  lot  of  ground  on  which  the 
same  is  erected,  in  the  city  of  Philadelphia,  be,  and  the  same 
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hereby  is,  and  shall  be  exempted  from  all  county,  city,  poor,  or 
corporation  tax  or  taxes,  so  long  as  the  same  shall  be  held  and 
devoted  to  the  purposes  of  the  said  hospital. 

Passed  April  1st ,  1834.

Extract  from  the  Will  of  Samuel  Scottin. 

Item. — “  I  give  and  devise  to  the  Mayor,  Aldermen,  and  Citi¬ 
zens  of  Philadelphia,  a  certain  rent-charge  and  yearly  sum  of 
twelve  dollars,  issuing  and  payable  out  of  a  certain  lot  of  ground, 
situate  on  the  east  side  of  Sixth  street,  about  one  hundred  and 
twenty-six  feet  southward  of  Yine  street,  in  the  said  city  of  Phi¬ 
ladelphia,  nowin  the  tenure  of  John  Long,  on  condition  that  the 
said  corporation  appropriate  the  same  as  follows,  that  is  to  say  : 
That  the  said  corporation  do  on  the  twenty-third  day  of  the  second 
month,  (that  being  my  birth-day,)  yearly  and  every  year,  unless 
the  same  should  fall  on  the  first  day  of  the  week,  and  in  that 
case  on  the  preceding  day,  deliver  to  the  poor  of  the  said  city, 
and  of  Southwark,  twelve  dollars  of  bread,  taking  care  that  none 
but  the  needy  get  it,  and  that  not  more  than  two  loaves  be  deli¬ 
vered  to  any  one  family.” 

February  3d,  1834,  the  following  Resolutions  were  adopted  by 
Councils  in  relation  to  the  management  of  this  Trust : 

“ Resolved ,  That  the  City  Treasurer  be,  and  he  is  hereby  au¬ 
thorized  to  collect  from  John  Long,  seventy-two  dollars,  being  six 
years  arrearages  of  ground  rent  due  June  1,  1834,  bequeathed 
to  the  city  by  the  last  will  and  testament  of  Samuel  Scottin,  de- 
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ceased.  And  that  thereafter,  he  regularly  collects  the  said  ground 
rent  of  twelve  dollars  per  annum,  as  it  becomes  due. 

“  Resolved ,  That  the  Special  Committee  on  Scottin’s  legacy, 
are  hereby  authorized  to  distribute  the  amount  of  said  fund,  say 
seventy-two  dollars,  in  bread  to  the  deserving  poor,  in  such  man¬ 
ner  as  may  best  conform  to  the  intentions  of  the  testator ;  and 
the  Mayor  is  hereby  authorized  to  draw  his  warrant  on  the  City 
Treasurer,  under  the  directions  of  the  Committee.” 

By  an  Ordinance  passed  October  1st,  1835,  entitled  “  An  Or¬ 
dinance  for  auditing  and  controling  the  expenditures  of  the  City,” 
the  future  administration  of  this  bequest  was  placed  under  the 
charge  of  the  Committee  on  Legacies  and  Trusts.

to  my  daughter-in-law,  Frances  R.  Beck,  for  and  during  all  the 
term  of  her  natural  life  ;  and  from  and  immediately  after  her 
decease,  I  give  and  devise  the  said  annual  ground  rent  to  the 
Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Citizens  of  Philadelphia,  to  hold  to  them 
and  their  successors  forever,  in  trust,  to  collect  and  receive  the 
said  quarterly  income,  and  apply  the  same  to  purchase  fuel  for 
the  use  and  benefit  of  the  out-door  poor,  residing  within  the 
corporate  limits  of  said  city,  and  for  no  other  use  or  purpose 
whatsoever.  Also,  I  give  and  devise  to  the  Mayor,  Aldermen 
and  Citizens  of  Philadelphia,  my  ground  rent  of  five  hundred 
dollars  per  annum,  payable  quarterly,  issuing  out  of  the  estate  of 
Paul  Lajus,  situate  on  the  south  side  of  High  street,  No.  64, 
between  Delaware  Second  and  Third  streets,  to  hold  to  them  and 
their  successors  forever,  in  trust ,  nevertheless,  that  they  shall 
collect  and  receive  the  said  quarterly  income  as  it  shall  become 
due  and  payable,  and  pay  over  the  same  to  the  Soup  Societies 
established  in  the  city  of  Philadelphia,  to  aid  said  societies  in 
their  humane  endeavors  to  supply  the  poor  with  soup.

fee  in  trust,  to  receive  and  collect  the  said  income,  and  pay  the 
same  to  the  soup  societies  established  in  the  city  of  Philadelphia,

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The  Will  of  Thomas  D.  Grover. 

I,  Thomas  D.  Grover,  of  the  county  of  Philadelphia,  being 
of  sound  mind  and  disposing  memory,  do  make  and  ordain  this 
my  last  will  and  testament,  in  the  words  that  follow,  that  is : — 

Firstly.  I  give  and  bequeath  unto  my  wife,  Mary  Grover, 
an  annuity  of  twelve  hundred  dollars,  the  said  annuity  to  com¬ 
mence  at  my  decease,  and  to  he  paid  to  her  in  half-yearly  pay¬ 
ments  of  six  hundred  dollars  each,  in  advance ;  together  with  all 
my  household  and  kitchen  furniture  and  my  collection  of  gold 
and  silver  coins  and  medals,  and  also  the  cash  on  hand  in  the 
house  at  the  time  of  my  decease.  And  I  likewise  give  her  the 
full  and  free  privilege  and  right  of  residing,  rent  free,  in  any 
house  now  or  hereafter  belonging  to  me,  which  she  may  think 
proper  to  select  for  her  residence ;  the  said  bequests  to  continue 
to  my  said  wife  during  the  whole  term  of  her  natural  life,  should 
she  so  long  remain  unmarried ;  and  at  the  death  or  marriage  of 
my  said  wife,  then  the  said  annuity  to  her  of  twelve  hundred 
dollars,  as  well  as  the  free  occupancy  of  my  house,  shall  cease. 
The  said  bequests  which  I  here  make  to  my  said  wife  to  be  in 
lieu  of  her  right  of  dower  in  my  estate. 

Secondly.  I  give  and  bequeath  unto  my  brother,  John  Gro¬ 
ver,  an  annuity  of  three  hundred  dollars,  to  be  paid  to  him  in 
half-yearly  payments  of  one  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  each,  in 
advance,  during  the  whole  period  of  his  life ;  and  should  my  said 
brother,  John,  die  before  his  present  wife,  Catharine,  then  I  give 
and  bequeath  to  her  an  annuity  of  one  hundred  dollars,  to  be 
paid  to  her  in  half-yearly  payments  of  fifty  dollars  each,  in  ad¬ 
vance,  during  her  life,  should  she  so  long  remain  unmarried ;  but 
to  cease  at  the  death  or  marriage  of  her,  the  said  Catharine. 

Thirdly.  I  give  and  bequeath  unto  Priscilla  Grover,  the 
widow  of  my  brother,  Hugh  Grover,  during  her  widowhood,  and 
no  longer,  an  annuity  of  three  hundred  dollars,  to  be  paid  to  her 
in  half-yearly  payments  of  one  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  each, 
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until  her  youngest  child  shall  attain  the  full  age  of  twenty-one 
years,  and  then,  when  the  said  youngest  child  shall  have  arrived 
at  twenty-one  years  of  age,  I  will  and  order  that  the  said  yearly 
allowance  to  her  of  three  hundred  dollars  shall  be  reduced  to 
one  hundred  dollars,  annually,  to  be  paid  to  her  in  half-yearly 
payments  of  fifty  dollars  each,  during  the  balance  of  her  life, 
should  she  remain  a  widow. 

Fourthly.  I  give  to  Margaret  Brooks,  the  daughter  of 
William  and  Elizabeth  Brooks,  late  of  Manayunk,  an  annuity  of 
two  hundred  dollars,  to  be  paid  to  her  in  half-yearly  payments 
of  one  hundred  dollars  each,  during  her  life,  should  she  remain 
single  and  unmarried,  but  at  her  death  or  marriage,  then  the 
said  annuity  shall  cease. 

Fifthly.  I  give  to  Sophia  Grover,  the  widow  of  my  brother, 
Christopher  Grover,  an  annuity  of  one  hundred  dollars,  to  be 
paid  to  her  in  half-yearly  payments  of  fifty  dollars  each,  during 
her  life,  should  she  remain  a  widow,  but  at  her  death  or  mar¬ 
riage,  then  the  said  annuity  shall  cease. 

Sixthly.  I  give  and  bequeath  to  the  Southwark  Library 
Company  all  my  collection  of  books,  maps  and  engravings ;  to  be 
delivered  to  said  Library  Company  at  the  death  or  marriage  of 
my  wife,  Mary.  And  I  also  give  and  bequeath  to  the  said 
Library  Company  an  annuity  or  yearly  allowance  of  three  hun¬ 
dred  dollars,  to  be  paid  to  them  in  half-yearly  payments  of  one 
hundred  and  fifty  dollars  in  each  half-year,  in  advance,  forever ; 
the  first  payment  to  commence  at  the  death  or  marriage  of  my 
wife,  Mary ;  the  said  annuity  to  be  by  them  solely  applied  for 
the  purchase  of  books  for  the  use  of  the  Library  Company,  and 
for  no  other  use  or  purpose  whatsoever  : — Provided  nevertheless , 
and  I  do  hereby  declare  that  all  the  bequests  and  devises  hereby 
made  by  me  to  the  said  Southwark  Library  Company  are  made 
upon  the  following  express  conditions,  that  is  to  say: 

First.  That  they  shall  take  under  their  charge,  at  the  death 
or  marriage  of  my  wife,  Mary,  the  portrait  of  myself,  my  wife 
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and  my  mother,  and  provide  for  them  a  suitable  and  safe  place 
of  deposit  for  their  preservation. 

Secondly.  That  they  will  at  their  own  cost  and  charges, 
superintend  and  take  care  of  my  burial  place  in  the  grounds  of 
the  Union  Burial  Ground  Society,  and  protect  my  grave  from 
waste  and  intrusion,  and  prevent  the  grave  stones  from  falling 
into  decay  and  neglect.  But  if  the  said  Southwark  Library 
Company  shall  fail  or  omit  to  comply  with  the  conditions  here 
laid  down  and  expressed,  then  I  will  and  order,  that  the  said 
annuity  of  three  hundred  dollars,  hereby  devised  to  them,  be 
added  yearly  to  the  capital  of  the  fund,  the  interest  of  which  is 
hereafter  set  apart  by  me,  in  this  my  last  will,  for  the  purchase 
of  fuel,  to  be  distributed  as  is  hereinafter  directed. 

Seventhly.  I  give  and  bequeath  unto  the  commissioners  and 
inhabitants  of  the  district  of  Southwark,  their  successors  in  office 
and  assigns,  all  and  every  part  of  the  Estate  real,  personal  or 
mixed,  of  what  kind  or  nature  soever,  or  wheresoever  situate,  of 
which  I  may  die  seised  or  possessed,  excepting  only  such  per¬ 
sonal  effects,  as  I  have  bequeathed  unto  my  wife,  Mary,  and  to 
the  Southwark  Library  Company,  and  charged  moreover  with 
the  payment  and  annuities  hereinbefore  mentioned  and  directed, 
to  have  and  to  hold  the  same  to  the  same  commissioners  and  in¬ 
habitants  of  the  district  of  Southwark,  their  successors  in  office 
of  assigns,  forever :  in  trust,  nevertheless,  to  and  for  the  several 
uses,  intents  and  purposes  hereinafter  mentioned  and  declared 
of  and  concerning  the  same,  that  is  to  say : 

First.  That  from  and  after  the  death  or  marriage  of  my  wife, 
Mary,  they  shall  take  and  appropriate  from  the  income  of  my 
estate,  the  sum  of  three  hundred  dollars  yearly,  and  in  each  and 
every  year  for  ever,  to  be  by  them,  the  said  commissioners  and 
inhabitants  of  the  district  of  Southwark,  expended  in  the  pur¬ 
chase  or  procuring  of  good  and  wholesome  soup  and  bread,  to  be 
gratuitously  distributed  among  poor  persons  residing  in  the  dis¬ 
trict  of  Southwark :  such  distribution  of  soup  and  bread  to  be 
made  in  the  winter  season,  whenever  the  severity  of  the  cold 
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weather  or  scarcety  of  employment  shall  occasion  wTant  and  dis¬ 
tress  among  the  poor.  In  the  execution  of  this  part  of  their 
trust  I  recommend,  although  I  do  not  order  and  direct,  the  said 
commissioners  to  pay  over  the  said  yearly  appropriation  of  three 
hundred  dollars  to  the  society  already  now  incorporated  for  the 
distribution  of  soup  and  bread  in  the  district  of  Southwark,  or 
should  other  or  another  soup  society  or  societies  be  instituted  in 
future  times,  as  the  district  increases  in  population,  then  I  further 
recommend  the  said  commissioners  to  divide  the  said  yearly  sum 
of  three  hundred  dollars  among  such  soup  societies,  in  such  pro¬ 
portion  as  their  several  necessities  may  require.  But  if  any 
winter  shall  elapse  without  any  necessity  to  make  use  of  this 
fund,  then  I  will  and  order  that  the  said  sum  of  three  hundred 
dollars,  which  shall  therefore  remain  unappropriated,  be  placed 
at  interest,  and  the  interest  accruing  thereon  to  be  taken  and 
added  to  the  yearly  fund,  hereinafter  set  apart  for  the  purchase 
of  coal  and  wood,  to  be  distributed  as  is  hereinafter  directed.. 

Second.  That  from  and  after  the  death  of  my  wife,  Mary,  or 
from  and  after  her  marriage,  they,  the  said  commissioners,  shall 
take  and  appropriate  from  the  income  of  my  estate,  the  balance 
and  residue  of  the  said  income,  after  paying  the  annuities  here¬ 
inbefore  created  by  me,  and  take  the  said  residuary  balance  of 
the  income  of  my  estate,  and  expend  it  in  the  purchase  of  fuel, 
whether  of  wood  or  coal,  as  they  may  deem  most  advantageous  to 
the  interests  of  those  for  whose  benefit  it  is  to  be  procured,  and 
in  the  months  of  January,  December  and  February  of  each  and 
every  year  thereafter,  for  ever,  distribute  the  said  fuel  among 
white  widows  of  respectable  character,  who  are  housekeepers  or 
roomkeepers,  born  within  the  limits  of  the  United  States  of 
America,  whose  husbands  shall  have  died  within  the  present  de¬ 
fined  boundaries  of  the  district  of  Southwark,  and  to  no  other 
description  of  widows  ;  the  said  fuel  to  be  distributed  among  such 
white  widows  as  aforesaid,  and  no  others,  in  quantities  of  fuel 
at  one  given  time  not  less  than  is  now  deemed  equivalent  to  a 
half  ton  of  coal  or  a  half  cord  of  wood,  or  greater,  at  one  given 
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time,  than  is  now  deemed  equivalent  to  one  ton  of  coal  or  one 
cord  of  wood. 

Third.  That  when  the  said  annuities  herein  by  me  created 
shall  cease  by  death  or  otherwise,  then  the  said  commissioners 
shall  take  the  several  yearly  incomes  that  were  appropriated  for 
paying  such  annuities,  together  with  all  surplus  moneys  and  un¬ 
expended  balances  of  my  estates  which  they  may  find  in  their 
hands,  and  yearly,  in  each  and  every  year,  place  them  at  interest, 
in  such  securities  as  I  shall  hereinafter  point  out,  the  interest 
accruing  thereon  to  be  expended  in  the  purchase  of  fuel,  as  is 
hereinbefore  directed ;  it  being  my  most  earnest  object  and  in¬ 
tention  to  maintain  and  increase  the  capital  sum  for  furnishing  a 
yearly  supply  of  coal  and  wood  to  the  particular  persons  I  have 
described  to  be  the  recipients  of  this  bounty,  until  the  demands 
for  fuel,  which  will  increase  yearly,  as  the  district  increases  in 
population,  shall  all  be  amply  satisfied,  and  the  fund,  which  is  to 
furnish  it,  strengthened  and  increased  by  fostering  care  and 
judicious  management. 

Fourth.  That  when  any  of  the  certificates  of  loan  of  the  dis¬ 
trict  of  Southwark,  held  by  me,  shall  become  due  and  payable, 
then,  I  will  and  order  that  they  be  reinvested  in  the  loan  or  debt 
of  the  district  of  Southwark,  or  in  such  securities  as  I  shall  here¬ 
inafter  point  out. 

Fifth.  That  they,  the  said  commissioners  and  inhabitants  of 
the  district  of  Southwark,  shall  keep  my  houses  and  grounds  in 
good  repair  and  order,  and  whenever  any  of  my  grounds  shall 
become  saleable  for  building  lots,  they,  the  said  commissioners 
and  inhabitants  of  the  district  of  Southwark,  shall  let  the  same 
out  on  perpetual  ground  rent,  or  should  there  be  any  future  law 
to  prevent  the  renting  of  ground  on  perpetual  ground  rent,  then 
I  authorize  and  direct  them  to  make  sale  of  the  same,  in  whole 
or  in  parcels,  as  they  may  deem  most  advantageous  for  the  estate ; 
the  said  sales  to  be  made  by  public  vendue  or  outcry,  after  pub¬ 
lic  and  timely  notice  shall  have  been  given  of  the  time  and  place 
of  sale  ;  and  to  be  sold  at  some  public  place,  convenient  and  free 
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of  access  to  all ;  and  the  moneys  arising  from  such  sales  to  be 
invested  only  in  such  securities  as  I  shall  hereafter  point  out, 
and  the  income  or  interest  thereon  only  to  be  applied  and  ex¬ 
pended  in  the  procuring  of  fuel,  to  be  distributed  in  the  manner 
and  to  the  certain  persons  I  have  hereinbefore  fully  designated 
and  described. 

Sixth.  That  as  touching  all  moneys  coming  into  the  hands  of 
the  commissioners  and  inhabitants  of  the  district  of  Southwark, 
which  I  have  directed  to  be  invested  in  securities,  in  order  that 
interest  may  grow  thereon,  I  do  earnestly  enjoin  caution  and 
prudence  in  placing  such  moneys  at  interest.  I  do  order  and 
direct  the  same  to  be  invested  in  the  purchase  of  well  secured 
ground  rents,  considering  ground  rents  the  most  solvent  and 
enduring  security ;  but  should  it  be  found  hereafter  impracticable 
to  procure  such  security,  then  I  authorize  the  same  to  be  in¬ 
vested  in  such  of  the  securities  directed  by  law  for  the  invest¬ 
ment  of  funds  held  in  trust  by  the  guardians  of  minors,  which 
after  a  careful  and  mature  reflection,  they,  the  said  commis¬ 
sioners,  may  deem  the  most  safe  and  trustworthy,  having  more 
regard,  however,  to  their  security  than  to  the  income  or  interest 
they  may  yield. 

Eighthly.  I  do  further  here  declare  and  order,  that  should 
the  income  of  my  estate  at  any  time  prove  insufficient  for  paying 
the  Library  Company  the  annuity  hereinbefore  by  me  devised  to 
them,  and  the  sum  appropriated  for  furnishing  bread  and  soup 
for  the  poor,  then  I  will  and  order  that  the  annuity  to  the  South¬ 
wark  Library  Company,  and  the  providing  and  distribution  of 
fuel,  shall  have  preference  over  the  fund  for  the  distribution  of 
soup  and  bread. 

Ninthly.  Should  the  commissioners  and  inhabitants  of  the 
district  of  Southwark  refuse  to  enact  an  ordinance,  accepting 
the  devises  herein  by  me  made  to  them,  within  thirty  days  after 
notice  to  them  given  by  my  executors ;  or  at  any  time  thereafter 
refuse  or  neglect,  or  omit  to  take  upon  themselves  the  care  of 
executing  the  several  trusts  herein  by  me  created  and  enjoined 
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by  them :  then,  in  case  of  such  neglect,  refusal  or  omission,  I 
hereby  revoke  the  said  devises  and  trusts  to  them  bequeathed, 
and  substitute  in  their  room  and  stead,  the  “  Pennsylvania  Com¬ 
pany  for  Insuring  Lives  and  Granting  Annuities,”1  to  have  and 
to  hold  and  to  execute  the  said  bequests  and  trusts  by  them,  the 
said  “  Pennsylvania  Company  for  Insuring  Lives  and  Granting 
Annuities,”  as  fully  and  effectually  as  the  said  commissioners 
and  inhabitants  of  the  district  of  Southwark  could  have  held 
them  under  the  authority  delegated  to  them,  by  me,  in  this  my 
last  will  and  testament,  had  they  lawfully  accepted  the  said 
trusts  and  assumed  the  care  of  executing  the  same. 

Tenthly.  I  hereby  order  and  direct  my  executors  not  to  sur¬ 
render  up  my  estate,  or  any  part  of  it,  to  any  legatee,  or  for  any 
purpose  by  me  mentioned  in  this  my  last  will  and  testament, 
until  all  my  debts,  which  I  may  owe  at  the  time  of  my  decease, 
shall  be  fully  paid  and  satisfied,  and  for  this  purpose  my  said 
executors  are  to  take,  receive  and  collect  all  the  rents,  interests 
and  income  of  my  estate,  and  apply  the  same  to  the  payment  of 
my  said  debts ;  and  when  all  the  debts  owing  by  me,  at  the  time 
of  my  decease,  or  which  my  estate  may  hereafter  be  made  ac¬ 
countable,  are  fully  paid  and  satisfied ;  then,  and  not  until  then, 
I  will  and  order  that  the  several  annuities,  herein  by  me  created, 
shall  commence  and  become  payable,  and  the  devises  by  me  made 
shall  commence  and  be  executed,  excepting,  however,  neverthe¬ 
less,  the  legacies  and  annuities  by  me  made  and  devised  to  my 
wfife,  Mary,  which  are  not  to  be  embarrassed,  or  diminished,  or 
retarded  by  any  condition  of  my  estate. 

And  lastly.  I  do  nominate  and  appoint  my  wife,  Mary 
Grover,  to  be  the  executrix,  and  John  Oakford  and  Custis  Myers 
to  be  the  executors  of  this  my  last  will  and  testament ;  hereby 
revoking  all  wills  heretofore  made  by  me,  and  declaring  this  only 
to  be  my  last  will  and  testament ;  the  whole  of  it  contained  on 
one  sheet  of  paper.

Ordinance  of  May  31,  1849. 

An  Ordinance  accepting  the  trusts  created  for  charitable  and  benevolent  pur¬ 
poses,  under  the  will  of  Thomas  D.  Grover,  Esq.,  deceased. 


Whereas,  Thomas  D.  Grover,  of  the  county  of  Philadelphia, 
did  by  his  last  will  and  testament,  dated  the  20th  day  of  Febru¬ 
ary,  Anno  Domini  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  forty-nine, 
which  was  duly  admitted  to  probate  by  the  Register  of  Wills  for 
the  city  and  county  of  Philadelphia,  devise  certain  real  estate, 
and  bequeath  certain  personal  property,  therein  mentioned,  to 
the  Commissioners  and  Inhabitants  of  the  district  of  Southwark , 
in  trust  for  certain  charitable  and  benevolent  purposes  therein 
particularly  set  forth :  and  whereas  the  said  Thomas  D.  Grover 
did,  in  and  by  his  said  last  will  and  testament,  further  provide, 
that  should  the  said  commissioners  and  inhabitants  of  the  district 
of  Southwark,  refuse  to  enact  an  ordinance  accepting  the  devises 
so  made  within  thirty  days  after  notice  to  them  given  by  his 
executors,  or  at  any  time  thereafter  refuse  or  neglect,  or  omit  to 
take  upon  themselves  the  care  of  executing  the  several  trusts  in 
the  said  will  created  and  enjoined  upon  them,  that  then  the  said 
devises  and  trusts  to  them  bequeathed  were  to  be  revoked,  and  in 
their  room  and  stead  u  The  Pennsylvania  Company  for  Insu¬ 
rances  on  Lives  and  granting  Annuities,”  was  to  be  substituted; 
and  whereas  the  executors  named  in  the  will  of  the  said  Thomas 
D.  Grover,  to  whom  letters  testamentary  were  granted  by  the 
Register  of  Wills,  did,  on  the  tenth  day  of  May,  Anno  Domini 
one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  forty-nine,  cause  notice  to  be 
given  to  the  said  commissioners  and  inhabitants  of  the  district  of 
Southwark,  of  the  said  devise  and  legacy,  so  made  in  trust,  and 
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did  further  furnish  the  commissioners  and  inhabitants  of  the 
district  of  Southwark  with  a  certified  copy  of  will  of  the  said 
Thomas  D.  Grover,  and,  also,  with  a  copy  of  the  inventory  of 
his  personal  estate ;  and  whereas  it  is  the  design  and  intention 
of  the  said,  the  commissioners  and  inhabitants  of  the  district  of 
Southwark,  to  take  upon  themselves  the  care  of  executing  the 
several  trusts  in  the  said  will  created  and  enjoined  upon  them, 
and  to  enact  an  ordinance  accepting  the  devises  therein  made 
within  the  time  limited  and  appointed  in  the  said  will  for  enact¬ 
ing  the  same ;  therefore, 

1.  Sect.  I.  That  the  devises  and  bequests  made  by  Thomas 
D.  Grover,  Esquire,  deceased,  to  the  commissioners  and  inhabi¬ 
tants  of  the  district  of  Southwark,  in  and  by  his  last  will  and 
testament,  dated  the  twentieth  day  of  February,  one  thousand 
eight  hundred  and  forty-nine,  which  was  duly  admitted  to 
probate  by  the  Register  of  Wills  for  the  city  and  county  of 
Philadelphia,  are  hereby  accepted,  and  the  commissioners 
and  inhabitants  of  the  district  of  Southwark  hereby  take  upon 
themselves  the  care  of  executing  the  several  trusts  in  the  said 
last  will  and  testament  created  and  enjoined  upon  them,  in  the 
manner  and  form  as  the  same  are  therein  declared  and  expressed. 
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
